These towns account for a population of 34,817 
thousand out of a total population of 54,310 thousand 


in the country in 361 towns, each having a population 
of 30,000 and over. 

In 183 towns having a population of 26,026 
thousand in Group I, where registration is compa- 
ratively more complete, 12,586 births and 4,989 
deaths were recorded giving a birth rate of 25 * 1 and a 
death rate of 10 *o per thousand of population. The
